Regional Health Authority 
Five, which includes Didsbury, 
has the third lowest Social Prob¬ 
lem Index in the province. 

But, that doesn't mean there 
aren't issues that need to be ad¬ 
dressed in a better fashion, said a 
group of residents who went to a 
public consultation last week re¬ 
garding a new Service Plan for 
Families and Children. 

A Social Problem Index is a 
composite of crime, divorce, alco¬ 
holism and suicide rates. In the 
process of designing the outline 
for the new region-wide plan, 
communities in the region told 
delegates of the Health Authority 
that they are concerned about is¬ 
sues relating to youth homeless¬ 
ness, teen pregnancy, suicide at¬ 
tempts, substance abuse, family 
break up, fetal alcohol syndrome 
and a number of other issues. 

"We identified quite a few

He explains that the problems with parents and children not following the rules, and the 
danger to the patrols and the cancellation of the program is now in the clear. 

"There has generally been a big improvement," says Coming. 

A letter sent out to parents a few weeks ago and a public plea from school principals seems 
to have reaped benefits. Many parents have volunteered to go out on the street after school every 
day to help alleviate the responsibility of patrols trying to control the congested traffic area 
around the three schools.

Bus drivers roll forward 

The board unanimously agreed 
to restore a 3% salary roll back 
that bus drivers took when teach¬ 
ers took a rollback a couple of 
years ago. Glen Dressel, of the 
transportation department asked 
the board to make the restora¬ 
tion retroactive to Sept. 1, 1997, 
adding that the teachers have 
had their salaries restored and it 
would only be "ethical" to do the 
same for the bus drivers. The 
cost to the board will be about 
$14,000. 

Dressel said, "It is not a sub¬ 
stantial amount of money, but it 
is a matter of principle." 

"What 's in a name? 

Chinook's Edge Regional Di¬ 
vision #5, is looking into making 
it more clear that they are a 
school board, by putting the word 
'School' into their title. The board 
passed a motion to have the su¬ 
perintendency look into the pos¬ 
sibility of changing their name. 
Board corporate secretary, 
Terresa Dersch told the trustees 
that she knows it costs $10 for 
the name changes to each land 
title that the board now has. The 
plan would be to use up existing 
stationary if they decide to change 


their name, and make the appro¬ 
priate change to future orders of 
stationary. Dersch also told the 
board that there may be a legal¬ 
ity involved. When school boards 
across the province began to 
amalgamate, those that "had to 
be forced" were called regional 
divisions, and those that went 
together willingly were called 
school divisions. Superintend¬ 
ency will look into the legalities 
and costs of making the name 
change. 

Performance bonds 

The policy committee reported 
to the board, that they had been 
looking into implementing a per¬ 
formance bond system in the 
Chinook’s Edge schools. A per¬ 
formance bond is where a stu¬ 
dent who has failed a course and 
must repeat, puts up a certain 
amount of money in the form of 
a bond, so that if they don't 
complete the course when re¬ 
peating, the school doesn't lose 
money. However, if the student 
passes, the money would be re¬ 
turned. "It would have to be a 
case of total abuse by the student 
before anything like this would 
ever kick in," said acting super¬ 
intendent, Jim Gibbons. 


They felt that there was no 
strong feeling either in favor or 
against such a policy on the com¬ 
mittee. So, they plan to put the 
call out for input from the 
stakeholders, such as teachers, 
principals, and parents. They will 
then decide whether or not to 
pursue creating such a policy. 

Closure migration 

Acting superintendent, Jim 
Gibbons reported that with the 


recent closure of Viscount 
Torrington School, which bor¬ 
ders the edge of the Chinook's 
Edge boundaries, there has been 
many requests that the students 
attend Reed Ranch, Midway 
School and Innisfail. The board 
has chosen not to discourage or 
encourage the migration, how¬ 
ever the Golden Hills School 
Board has asked Chinook's Edge 
not send local buses into that 


Projects approved 


Assistant superintendent Lyall 
Thomson spoke to the board about 
the capital projects funding that 
has come through from the prov¬ 
ince. 

"We received a significant 
amount of money compared to other 
student populations in the prov¬ 
ince. We are pleased that we've 
received these funds and can start 
on these projects," said Thomson. 

Four projects were discussed in 
detail at the meeting, including the 
proposed new school in Carstairs. 
Trustees asked if the project was 
held up and did not go through this 
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year, would the board have to 
return the funds for the Carstairs 
project to Alberta Education. 
Thomson assured the board that if 
the project "hit a snag" and was not 
started in time to spend the money, 
they would only have to apply for 
an extension. 

Other projects approved for 
funding were Rivergien School in 
Red Deer, Innisfail High School, 
and C.P. Blakely in Sylvan Lake. 
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Three killed in NIVA

An accident near Olds claimed the lives of three area 
residents on Mar. 16. 

A southbound truck travelling on Rural Route 28.04 failed 
to stop at a stop sign and ran broadside into an eastbound 
vehicle. 

A four year old girl from Olds, Amy Liebel was transported 
to Calgary Children' Hospital but later died as result of the 
injuries she sustained. 

Two people from Innisfail were in the eastbound vehicle. 
Harvey Jensen, 69, and Greta Shanks both died at the scene. 
Another female victim in the vehicle sustained serious internal 
injuries. 

Olds RCMP, who attended the scene say that there was a 
slight drizzle on the road, however they do not believe that it 
played a factor in the accident. Alcohol was also not a factor. 

Charges are pending in the incident. RCMP are consulting 
with the Calgary Crown Prosecutors office and a Red Deer 
Collision Analyst. They will then decide if they will lay charges. 
They report that this could take several weeks to wrap up.

"It is a loss now for him," says 
Simon. "They were his real pets." 

He is now making a plea to 
the public to take precautions.

A local farmer is mourning 
the death of two beautiful horses 
that he had been 
watching for a 
friend, Harvey 
Cole, and he is 
making a plea to 
the public to be 
more considerate 
and careful. 

Alan Simon 
who lives just 
north of town 
answered a call 
last Wednesday 
night from the RCMh 1 wno had 
found the animals lying next to 
the track. When Simon arrived 
he found Tia and Astro Girl had 
their back legs severed and the 
RCMP had to shoot them. 

"It was awful," said Simon. 


Simon said he was confused 
about how the animals might 
have escaped out of the yard, 
that is, until 
he saw 

snowmobile 
tracks leading 
through all of 
the gates. It ap¬ 
pears that 
some people 
had been us¬ 
ing all-terrain 
vehicles on the 
private land, 
and after go¬ 
ing through three separate gates, 
did not close them behind them¬ 
selves. The horses wandered 
through the open gates and met 
up with the speeding train.

DHS was considered one of the 'have not' schools 
and that is the reason that out of all the schools in 
the area, DHS is getting the third highest in¬ 
crease. 

Didsbury trustee, Deb Cousins said, "I have a 
lot of faith that this year's funding formula will 
better meet the needs of the Didsbury students, in 
particular the high school.” 

The treasurer reported that DHS is currently 
running in a deficit situation, however there has 
been a real effort on behalf of the staff to come out 
with a better bottom line. It is expected that this 
increase will just add to the effort. 

Roy said, "The new principal and Jenny (the 
secretary) are doing an excellent job and I'm not 
really concerned about them." 

Part of the new money is expected to help the 
schools hire more teachers. Trustee Cousins ex¬ 
plains that last year, the student to pupil ratio 
increased due to contract negotiations with teach¬ 
ers. Because salaries rose, the number of teachers 
in the jurisdiction had to be decreased to meet 
budget. 

Cousins said, "It is our hope that this will 
reduce the pupil to teacher ratio and improve 
working conditions." 

Other highlights of the funding announcement 
included a new Early Literacy Fund that will 
provide programming for kindergarten to Grade 2 
students to develop reading and comprehension 
s ki ll s . The province has not yet announced the 
dollar figures attached, but it is expected to be 
revealed late this month. 

A new Teacher Aide program for Grades 1 to 6 
will provide additional funding to assist teachers 
in the classroom. The exact amount is also ex¬ 
pected to be released later this month. 

There is new funding for English as a Second 
Language students bom in Canada. Included will 
be 46 students residing on Hutterite Colonies.

Thanks to a new of funding configuration, 
Didsbury schools will have more cash in their 
pockets in the 1998/99 school year. 

The most significant increase is to Didsbury 
High School who will see an increase of $242 per 
student attending full-time. Westglen will have 
$123 more, and Ross Ford will have another $121 
it its coffers. 

The reasons for increase are two fold, explained 
Chinook's Edge School Board treasurer, Susan 
Roy. First the Province of Alberta dedicated an 
additional $162 per student in Chinook's Edge 
Division and the board's goal was to have the 
schools, on average, see the full benefit of that 
increase. 

"This formula results in 100% of the increase in 
funding being allocated to schools," said Roy. 

The change in the formula reflects what princi¬ 
pals told the board in a number of meetings. One, 
it costs more to educate a high school student. 
Therefore, the high schools, on average, are re¬ 
ceiving 5% more per student than the younger 
grades. 

Two, small schools were hurt with last year's 
formula. Roy admitted that DHS was one of those 
schools, and the new formula attempts to rectify 
that problem. 

Three, the more students there are in a grade, 
the cheaper it is to buy materials. It is a "bulk 
buying" or economy of scale concept. Therefore the 
new formula accounts for the average number of 
students per grade. 

"This formula adjusts for that on a sliding 
scale," said Roy. 

The acting superintendent, Jim Gibbons and 
Roy said that they reviewed what they called, "The 
have and the have not schools," when creating the 
formula to make sure that there would be equality 
in the quality of education across the jurisdiction.

Livestock protection system 
grows out of public concern

The new Alberta Livestock 
Protection System (ALPS) has 
been created in direct response 
to growing public and producer 
concern for an effective, ac¬ 
countable and coordinated prov¬ 
ince-wide program targeting 
animal care. The mandate of 
the ALPS is the responsible and 
humane care of livestock in Al¬ 
berta. 

This innovative initiative is 
a partnership of Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural Devel¬ 
opment (AAFRD), the Alberta 
Foundation for Animal Care 
(AFAC), representing the live¬ 
stock industry, and the Alberta 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals (Alberta 
SPCA), representing the public 
concern for animal welfare. 

The Department of Agricul¬ 
ture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment is providing additional 
funding of $500,000 for each of 
the next three years to the Al¬ 
berta SPCA for use in the coor¬ 
dinated programs of ALPS. The 
fund will be administered by a 
joint committee of Alberta 


SPCA, AFAC board members 
and the provincial government. 

The four program areas of 
ALPS area: 

1. A Livestock Care Response 
and Enforcement Service that 
ensures compliance with ani¬ 
mal welfare legislation and with 
an emphasis on enhanced pre¬ 
ventative action by trained re¬ 
source people. 

2. A data Collection and 
Benchmarking Service to pro¬ 
vide information to objectively 
identify problems, track im¬ 
provement and successes and 
have accurate facts to commu¬ 
nicate to the public. 

3. Education and Training 
for producers, handlers, spe¬ 
cial constables and providing 
the most current information 
on animal handling methods. 

4. Public Awareness about 
the responsible care and han¬ 
dling of farm animals. 

There are some significant 
changes in the new and im¬ 
proved 1998 Alberta guide to 
Sportfishing Regulations. The 
guide covers regulations that 
come into effect April 1, 1998. 

Based on anglers' sugges¬ 


tions, the larger format, more 
color and new maps make the 
sportfishing regulations guide 
easier to read and use. The 
guide is organized around new 
fishing zones that reflect the 
provinces's watersheds. This 
approach considers the need 
of fish populations as a whole 
and allows fisheries managers 
to streamline regulations. 

The five major changes in 
the guide are standardized sea¬ 
sons, reduced daily limits, 
more zero-limit or catch-and- 
release fisheries, larger mini¬ 
mum-size limits and changes 
to bait restrictions for trout 
and Arctic grayling. Other 
changes include: minor 
changes to the collection and 
use of bait, new rules to pre¬ 
vent fish snagging, changes to 
catch and possession limits 
and anglers no longer require 
a special licence to fish at seven 
remote trophy lakes. 

The new guides are avail¬ 
able at all Natural Resources 
Services offices and licence is¬ 
suers, who received them 
March 16, when automated 
licensing began. 
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Back in the black

We Canadians are not a 
boastful people. We are recog¬ 
nized the world over for being 
modest about our many bless¬ 
ings and accomplishments as a 
nation. There are times, how¬ 
ever, when even we cannot sup¬ 
press our pride. And I think the 
1998 Budget — a monument to 
the courage and sacrifice of Ca¬ 
nadians — will long be remem¬ 
bered as one of those times. 

There was much for Canadi¬ 
ans to boast about 
in it. 

First of all, once 
again, Canada is 
back in the black. 

The federal budget 
will be balanced 
this year for the 
first time in almost 
30 years. The 
crushing $42 bil¬ 
lion deficit our 
government inher¬ 
ited in 1993 - the 
largest in Cana¬ 
dian history — is 
gone. And the 
budget will be balanced in the 
1998-99 and 1999-2000 fiscal 
years as well - the first time 
there will be three consecutive 
balanced budgets in almost 50 
years. 

As a result, we are now able 
to focus on a new target in our 
efforts to restore order to the 
nation's finances once and for 
all: reducing the burden on Ca¬ 
nadians of the public debt. We 
have pledged to put our debt-to- 
GDP ratio on a permanent down¬ 
ward track, and that we will 
reduce its absolute level as well, 
by means of our Debt Repay¬ 
ment Plan. 

Declaring victory in our war 
on the deficit is an especially 
proud moment for our govern¬ 
ment. Proud, because it showed 
the world that Canada is no 
longer the candidate for the 
Third World that the Wall Street 
Journal described us as just a 
few years ago because of our 
chronic fiscal excesses. Proud, 
because it was a ringing en¬ 
dorsement of what we Canadi¬ 


ans can do together when we 
put our minds to it. 

But mostly, we are proud 
because the 1998 Budget allowed 
us to put on display for all to see 
what eliminating the deficit re¬ 
ally means for Canada's future. 
Putting the era of fiscal excess 
behind us - forever — is not for 
us a celebration of accounting. 
It enables us to deliver tax relief 
of some $7 billion to those who 
need it most - low and middle- 
income tax payers. 
And it begins the 
process of paying 
down the debt -- 
bringing the same 
results-oriented dis¬ 
cipline to eliminat¬ 
ing the debt that we 
used to eliminate 
the deficit. 

Best of all, 
achieving a zero defi¬ 
cit is about regain¬ 
ing our ability as a 
nation to make stra¬ 
tegic investments 
that help make or 
economy stronger and our soci¬ 
ety more secure. It is about 
moving beyond the feat of bal¬ 
ancing the budget in a way that 
reflects Canadians' values. That 
is what the 1998 Budget is all 
about. 

In the coming weeks, I will be 
dwelling at greater length on 
how the specific initiatives we 
have laid out in the Budget — 
things like the Millennium 
Scholarships and the Canadian 
Opportunities Strategy - build 
on Canadian values and priori¬ 
ties. 

The 1998 Budget gives all 
Canadians a moment to savour. 
Balancing the budget is not the 
accomplishment of a govern¬ 
ment. It is the accomplishment 
of Canadians. Having met this 
historic challenge, we cannot 
rest on our laurels. The chal¬ 
lenge we now face is moving 
beyond the fight to get to zero. 
And doing so in a way that 
carries the historic Canadian 
promise of opportunity into a 
new centuryarcda new economy.

Feds are "cooking the books"

It was discovered last week that the Government's new $2.5 
billion Canada Millennium Scholarship Fund has been included in 
this year's budget, when the money will not be spent until the year 
2000 .

COLOR DEFICIENCY 


Color deficiency is a vision 
condition in which people have 
difficulty distinguishing colors. 
The term "color blind" is 
sometimes used, but normally is 
not correct since only a small 
number of people cannot identify 
any colors. 

The exact cause is not known, 
but the condition is usually 
inherited. Color deficiency also 
can result from disease, injury, or 
the natural aging process. In fact, 
sometimes it is an early symptom 
of an eye disease such as 
glaucoma. 

Color vision is important in 
many daily tasks. Confusing 
colored traffic lights or multi¬ 
colored wiring, for example, can 
be dangerous. Color vision also is 
important since color-coded 


learning materials are used 
extensively in the primary grades. 
If undetected, it may cause a child 
to be mistaken for a slow learner 
or a behaviour problem. 

Most color-deficient 
individuals arc unaware of their 
deficiency. A thorough 
optimetric examination is 
recommended for an accurate 
diagnosis of color deficiency.

Home is where the heart and the school are

Each morning seven kids 
crawl out of bed and prepare 
themselves to go to school. They 
get dressed, eat breakfast and 
clear the dishes to replace them 
with books. 

These kids don't have to stand 
out in the freezing weather in 
the winter to catch a bus, they 
don't have to ride more than an 
hour to get to their school and 
they don't even have to leave 
home. 

These children are home 
schooled. It's a growing trend 
since the Alberta Education sys¬ 
tem legalized and regulated the 
choice in 1989. 

"Once it became legalized a 
lot of parents started to choose 
that option. I think it is a very 
viable option because we all have 
different learning styles and dif¬ 
ferent needs and the school can 
not provide all things to all 
people," says Judy Harder, the 
HomeBase coordinator and 
teacher. 

Harder calls it "a swing of the 
pendulum," returning to the 
days of parents and community 
taking responsibility for the edu¬ 
cation of their children. She 
says the atmosphere in most 
homes where home schooled 
children reside, often resembles 
a one-room schoolhouse. The 
pendulum swings. 

How it will swing remains to 
be seen, but Harder says more 
and more families in Chinook's 
Edge are making the choice to 
home school each year. Cur¬ 
rently, 143 students are regis¬ 
tered through Chinook's Edge 
home schooling program. And, 
that doesn't include those who 
registered through other juris¬ 


dictions or do their education 
on internet-type services. There 
are 110 students in the region 
who use Academy-On-Line. 

Experiences and reasons for 
the choice are as varied as the 
individual personalities of the 
children. The Givens and an¬ 
other group of families that home 
school share their experiences 
below. 

Christine and Russell Given 
have two sons aged 4 and 9. 
Jesse, the eldest boy, has been 
home schooled since the begin¬ 
ning of his school career, and 
the Givens plan to also take 
that route with their pre-school 
aged son, Joseph. 

Russell says, "It's a philo¬ 
sophical choice... We would 
rather that his education be 
centred around family and 
home, and whatever that means 
in terms of socialization will 
be." 

Russell has touched on a 
point that is often the biggest 
misconception about home 
schooled children - that they 
are not being taught to be social 
beings and to function in day to 
day life in the real world. 

Harder admits that outsid¬ 
ers looking in sometimes look 
down their noses at the home 
schooling choice for that very 
reason. However, she believes 
it is something that is slowly 
being shaved away like the 
shavings of a pencil. 

"Because it is a new concept 
it will take a while before every¬ 
body is comfortable with it," 
says Harder adding that often 
some of the hardest critics of 
the program are the educators 
themselves. However, she says 
there are those who have taken

quite a progressive view on the 
issue of home schooling and 
encourage its use where appli¬ 
cable. 

With family and triends 

In the basement of a farm¬ 
house south of Didsbury, there 
is a bustle of activity. There are 
seven students ranging from 
Grade 1 to Grade 9 concentrat¬ 
ing hard on their tasks. The 
group of home schooled chil¬ 
dren come together each and 
every Wednesday to work on 
science and social studies. 

During the other days of the 
week, each family individually 
sets a schedule to teach their 
kids. 

"It is something that we as 
parents feel is our responsibil¬ 
ity to raise our children and to 
teach them," says Melanie 
Lappala whose three sons are 
schooled in this fashion. 

All the parents in the room 
agree, "It is about teaching them 
our way of life. It is what we 
want to impress upon our kids," 
says Lappala. Their way of life 
is about Christian values and 
they don't feel the public system 
can meet those needs. She calls 
their method of teaching, "a 
well rounded approach." 

She should know, she was a 
public and private school 
teacher for quite a few years, 
and now teaches the seven kids 
from four families on alternat¬ 
ing Wednesdays. 

The students think it is a 
great idea, mostly because of 
the time factor. With one on one 
attention, at home, the kids get 
through the required material 
faster. 


Chris Lappala, who is study¬ 
ing Grade 2 material says, "You 
don't have to wait for anybody, 
you just motor through your¬ 
self." Big brother, Cory chimes, 
"I like it because you don't have 
to wait for each other and you 
get done school a lot faster." 

Gwen Day who teaches on 
alternating Wednesdays says, 
"It is just more efficient." 

Linda Kendze's son, Josh just 
started home schooling this 
year and she says it has done 
wonders for his self-esteem. 

Josh, who is in Grade 5 says 
he doesn’t miss regular school 
at all. "I can move ahead 


quickly." 

The parents in the room agree 
that the tailor made program of 
studies is important to the kids. 

Kendze asks rhetorically, "It 
is a pace that is tailored to 
them, how can it not be good for 
them?" She admits that her 
views have changed, in fact, she 
used to be against the concept 
of home schooling. 

Jessie Lawrence's daughter, 
Sarah is part of the group on 
Wednesdays. Jessie says, "We 
want to inspire the creativity 
and the concepts that inspire 
the love of learning."

Students who are home 
schooled are expected to achieve 
to a certain level. To measure 
this, Jesse will take achieve¬ 
ment tests in Grades 3, 6, and 9 
along with all other Alberta stu¬ 
dents. 

Christine believes that her 
son is more than able to achieve 
those tests. As with a number of 
students who are home schooled, 
Jesse is working at his own pace 
and is far ahead in some areas 
than his counterparts. 

Another reason the Givens 
have made the choice to home 
school is that they feel the pub¬ 
lic system can be tough for young

instructional materials up to a 
certain limit (around $450). 

Harder says, "I think it is 
excellent that parents are tak¬ 
ing a more responsible and ac¬ 
tive role in their children's edu¬ 
cation." 

But Harder is the first to 
admit that home schooling is 
not for everyone. 

"Sometimes we try to encour¬ 
age students to stay in the school 
system because it would be bet¬ 
ter for them." She says that the 
self-discipline required is not 
present in every child. If a stu¬ 
dent is failing to achieve to cer¬ 
tain standards, a review is done 
and that student may be sent 
back to the regular school. 

But, most often it works, says 
Harder. Especially in cases 
where there are family morals 
and values that they feel need to 
be integrated into the child's 
education, or if the student is 
feeling uncomfortable in the 
classroom setting. 

So, some of the reasons are 
philosophical, safety related, and 
sometimes it appears that there 
is a general mistrust of a public 
system crammed with so many 
kids. 

In any case, the students are 
thriving at home.

Coffee swirl filling 
1/2 c. brown sugar 

1 c. nuts( your choice of type) 

2 tsp. instant coffee 

1 tsp. cinnamon 

Chocolate glaze 

3 squares semi-sweet chocolate 

2 Tbsp. strong coffee 

1 Tbsp. margarine, low-fat 
1 c. icing sugar 


Cake 

1 1/2 c. sour cream, low-fat 
1/2 tsp. salt 
1 Tbsp. instant coffee 
1 c. margarine, low-fat 
3 c. flour 

1 1/2 c. sugar 

2 tsp. baking powder 

3 large eggs 

1 tsp. baking soda 
1 tsp. vanilla 


1. Preheat oven to 350F. 

2. Mix filling ingredients together and set aside. 

3. Mix cake batter together with electric mixer. 

4. Prep bundt pan with canola spray. 

5. Spoon 1/2 the batter into the pan. 

6. Top the batter with the swirl filling. 

7. Pour on remaining batter; smooth top and slice center with a knife. 

8. Bake 1 hour, until toothpick inserted comes out clean. 

9. Let cake cool, in pan, about 1/2 hour. Loosen with a knife all-around. 

10. Place a serving plate on top of the pan and turn upside down, tapping the bottom of the 
pan, so cake slides out onto plate. Let cool additional 15 min. 

11. Make glaze and dribble over surface.

125 YEARS AND GOING 

Nationally, the Royal Canadian Mounted Police force is 
celebrating its 125th Anniversary of existence in Canada. 
Locally, the RCMP have been keeping Didsbury and district 
residents safe and sound for 31 years. 

The RCMP was formed in 1873 to bring peace to Canada's 
Prairie West. Today, 20,000 RCMP employees work in more 
than 700 detachments and headquarters buildings across 
the country. 

The Didsbury RCMP consists of nine officers who patrol 
the vast country from Cremona to Carstairs, Carstairs to 
Didsbury and a great deal of the East Country. 

Didsbury RCMP Sgt. Ron Platz says as he looks back, on 
his own career and the past of the whole force, "We've come 
so far." He cites examples like the advancement of technol¬ 
ogy and the high use of computers to help catch criminals. 

Besides technology, Platz says the attitude behind polic¬ 
ing has changed over the years. "It is community based 
policing working together as partners to make Didsbury a 
safer place to live." 

To celebrate these milestones, the Didsbury detachment 
is planning a couple of events to get the community involved. 
During the summer, on June 25, the RCMP will be hosting 
a golf tournament. Also they will hold a regimental ball on 
Sept. 19. Everyone in the community is invited to take part 
in these events.

Rural concerns a 
national priority 


The federal government rec¬ 
ognizes that even in an age of 
international commerce and In¬ 
ternet communications, it's dif¬ 
ficult for many rural residents 
to take advantage of conven¬ 
iences most urbanites take for 
granted. 

But that's the reality of rural 
life in Canada. A reality the 
Government of Canada made a 
national priority in the sum¬ 
mer of 1996 when it gave Agri¬ 
culture and Agri-Food Cana¬ 
da's (AAFC) Minister the addi¬ 
tional responsibility of rural 
affairs and AAFC's Rural Secre¬ 
tariat the task of bringing to¬ 
gether federal departments to 
focus on solutions to the chal¬ 
lenges faced by rural Canadi¬ 
ans. 

These challenges go far be¬ 
yond bumpy roads and party¬ 
line phones. Declines in the At¬ 
lantic fishery, logging industry 
investment, the family farm and 
other areas have had tremen¬ 
dous impact on rural econo¬ 
mies. In some regions local news¬ 
papers report rural physicians 
are becoming a rarity and 
schools are closing as numbers 
of students dwindle. 

"The Government of Canada 
recognizes the complexity and 
seriousness of rural issues. The 
challenge is coming up with 
creative ways to address them, 
and that's what we’re trying to 
do through the rural initiative," 
said Lynden Johnson, execu¬ 
tive director of the Rural Secre¬ 
tariat. 

"The Secretariat is building 
rural teams in each province 
composed of federal officials who 
will work together to identify 
gaps in federal programs and 
services, and ways to address 
those gaps." 

The rural teams are also look¬ 
ing for opportunities to improve 
program and service delivery. 
Their goal is to create a more 
coherent federal approach to 
rural issues by fostering part¬ 
nerships with other levels of 


government, community asso¬ 
ciations and rural citizens. 

The 1998 Federal Budget set 
aside $20 million in funding 
over the next four years for the 
Canadian Rural Partnership 
(CRP) initiative which will help 
accomplish these goals. The 
funding will be used to support 
community development of new 
approaches to rural develop¬ 
ment. 

For 1998-99, $5 million of 
the CRP money will be used to 
support a series of pilot projects 
designed to build rural networks 
and increase grassroots par¬ 
ticipation in development. The 
projects are expected to respond 
to the need for better access to 
investment funds, healthcare 
and the need for better delivery 
of services in rural issues. 

A small non-government 
advisory group will be estab¬ 
lished to guide the selection 
process for projects. 

The Rural Secretariat also 
administers the Rural Part¬ 
nership Initiative (RPI) which 
was established in 1996. The 
RPI set aside $2 million over 
two years to support seminars, 
conferences and projects in¬ 
volving partnerships among 
various groups to identify is¬ 
sues and tailor economic de¬ 
velopment to local needs. 

For example, the RPI in¬ 
vested $3,000 in Prairie Fo¬ 
rum 97, a conference held in 
1997. 

The Government of Canada 
is also moving toward address¬ 
ing the concerns of rural resi¬ 
dents in the day-to-day busi¬ 
ness of policy formation. It 
recently announced all new 
federal programs, policies and 
initiatives will now be consid¬ 
ered through a rural lens. 

What this means is that 
policy will have to satisfy ques¬ 
tions about proposed federal 
projects like: how will this 
affect rural residents? and will 
these services be accessible in 
rural areas?

Funding for pilot projects 
to test a new industry quality 
assurance system has been pro¬ 
vided by Agriculture and Agri- 
Food Canada to the Canadian 
Horticultural Council (CHC). 

Lyle Vanclief, Minister of 
Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada (AAFC), last week 
announced funding of 
$451,000 for the pilot projects 
at the annual meeting of the 
CHC. 

"The industry is taking the 
first steps to implement a na¬ 
tional quality assurance pro¬ 
gram that will give the horti¬ 
cultural industry the oppor¬ 
tunity to be accredited to grade 
fruits and vegetables to cur¬ 
rent Government of Canada 
standards," said Vanclief. 

The quality assurance model 


to be tested by the CHC was 
developed by the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency 
(CFIA) which reports to the 
Minister of Agriculture and 
Agri-Food Canada. The pilot 
projects will cover activities 
currently carried out under 
CFIA's Fresh Fruit and Veg¬ 
etable Program. 

In partnership with CHC, 
the CFIA will work on the pi¬ 
lot program which will initially 
cover onions, apples and pota¬ 
toes. CFIA staff will be on the 
project team and will provide 
assistance to the pilot projects. 

The Canadian horticultural 
industry is contributing 
$152,000 to the pilot projects. 

"Implementation of the qual¬ 
ity assurance program by fresh 
fruit and vegetable growers 


will give them marketing ad¬ 
vantages," said Vanclief. 

"By taking control of qual¬ 
ity processes on their farms, 
they will provide the highest 
level of quality produce for 
export and domestic markets." 

The CFIA will also seek 
United States Department of 
Agriculture acceptance of this 
initiative as meeting their im¬ 
port requirements. This Ca¬ 
nadian quality assurance pro¬ 


gram is based on the United 
States Partners in Quality 
(PIQ) program currently used 
for domestic and export move¬ 
ment of citrus and potato crops 
in some states. 

The funding from AAFC is 
from the Canadian Adaptation 
and Rural Development Fund 
(CARD) established in the 1995 
Federal Budget. The $60-mil- 
lion-per-year program was con¬ 
firmed in the 1998 Federal 


Budget. 

Programs developed through 
the CARD fund are designed to 
give more decision-making 
power to assist industry in 
adapting to new business reali¬ 
ties. The programs are designed 
to help create new economic 
opportunities to support growth 
and job creation, and increase 
competitiveness in the agri-food 
sector and in rural communi¬ 
ties.
